gives me genuine pleasure to ap- 

pear before this great Association 

which has shown so elearly the 
yalue of the principle of co-operation 
among farmers and breeders. I have 
preached this principle for twenty 
years whenever opportunity presented 
itself. I have noticed that where we 
find the best agriculture, where we 
find the farms in the best state of till- 
age, where they have the greatest 
prosperity, there we find the largest 
measure of co-operation among’ the 
farmers. A year before the War I 
spent a few weeks in Holland, going 
from farm to farm—a very interesting 
country. I visited their agricultural 
college, their experiment stations; I 
visited a number of the most promi- 
nent breeders of Holstein cattle, and I 
was perfectly amazed at what these 
people were doing on lands that were 
grass lands and nothing but’ grass 
lands. I found better improvements 
on these farms, I found a larger meas- 
ure of prosperity, I found better farm- 
ing there, than you will find in most 
j parts of America, and I tried to find a 
reason for it. As nearly as I could get 
at it, it was that they began a number 
of years ago to practice co-operation 
in everything they did. They make 
cheese, as you know, more than anything else. The farm- 
ers built cheese factories and operated them. That did not 
simply mean better business but it meant also that they 
had to compare results with one another, and the best farm- 
er in that community was taken as a model and everybody 
tried to work up and get the same results as he did. Then 
they began to see the value of co-operation. Before that 
they did not know what the other man was doing, but when 
they built these factories, supplied the milk through a co- 
operative society, each man knew what the other was do- 
ing and agriculture began to improve. Then they organ- 
ized a co-operative society for the exporting of their sur- 
Plus product. They told me one interesting thing—-that 
they sent a lot of their product to England. There was a 
great demand in England for Stilton cheese, I think it was, 


[= GLAD to be here today. It 











and as they did not know how to make 
it, they -sent one of their experts to 
England to learn, and when I was 
there they were selling more Stilton 
cheese in the English market than the 
English themselves. ‘They had car- 
ried this principle to its fullest ext«nt, 
and I never saw a more prospercus, a 
happier, a more cheerful and success- 
ful agricultural country anywhere than 
I saw when I visited any portion of 
that snug little kingdom which their 
ancestors had wrested from the sea. 
The same thing is true in Denmark, 
and where they practice co-operation 
most in France and England they are 
getting the best results. 


Importance of Farm Bureau 


Now take our country. The farmer, 
as a rule, has been absolutely isolated 
from his fellows on every proposition. 
He has gone his own way and let me 
tell you that every time a half dozen 
farmers get together to cooperate on 
something in somebody’s kitchen in 
the neighborhood, agriculture begins 
to look up in that community. And 
every time a cow-testing Association 
is formed, dairying begins to improve 
in that community. 

I think the most hopeful movement 
of modern times in agriculture is the 


county bureau. I believe the county agent is going to help 
us bring agriculture up more rapidly than:any other agency 
we have had in the past, and that is because he gets the 
farmers to co-operating with one another along the most 
practical and successful lines. I know that is true in my 
state, and I am quite sure it is equally true here. 


We have had the most advanced agricultural science 


in the whole world. But while in every other industry we 
are abreast of the most advanced nations—in commerce, 
in manufacture, in banking and merchandising—there is 
not a nation in the world that cannot teach America 
something about farming. This has been because of the 
great abundance—infinite, as a great many people sup- 
posed—of fertile lands in this country, so that we -could 
exhaust one field and then move on west and take up vir- 
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gin land. The fact is that it is perfectly absurd for Amer- 
ica to talk about worn-out farms. If our farm is worn out, 
it is our own fault, and if we do not restore it within a 
reasonable time, it is not only our fault, but it is an act of 
positive treachery to the generations that shall come after 
us. I visited in Switzerland fields that were growing as 
fine wheat as I ever say in this country, fields that had 
fed the legions of Caesar two thousand years ago. 

While we have been developing in this country the best 
scientific education that any country has had—our agri- 
cultural colleges have made marvelous progress in the last 
generation—we have found it difficult to transmit that 
science from the classroom to the farm. We have not been 
able to get it from the college halls out to the fields, and 
that is exactly what the county agent is doing today all 
over this western country. He is bearing this knowledge 
which the professors teach, and teach successfully, out 
into the fields. I have more faith in an improved and per- 
manent agriculture through the agency of the farm county 
bureau than in any other single agency we have. 


Live Stock and Permanent Agriculture 


We must begin to work for a permanent agriculture. 
No longer have we those vast virgin prairies to be had 
for the asking. I suppose that the world over—there are 
no available figures on this—there has been more arable 
land brought under cultivation in the last hundred years 
than in all the centuries before. We are getting to the end 
of the arable lands. The result is that instead of abandon- 
ing the old fields and seeking new, we have to take the old 
fields and make them new, and we must do it by very dif- 
ferent agriculture than we have practiced in the past. If 
we are to farm for the next seventy-five years in the 
Mississippi Valley as we have farmed in the last seventy- 
five years, the Mississippi Valley, which is now the gran- 
ary of the world, will be dotted with abandoned farms and 
our civilization will be in its decline. We have got to work 
for a better and more permanent agriculture, and there is 
no way in the world in which that can be done as ef- 
fectively as by extending the livestock business in every 
drection. The livestock of the Mississippi Valley means 
a long vista down the future of happy and prosperous and 
fruitful years for the generations yet to come. Wherever 
you go in the different countries you will find the best 
agriculture where you find the best livestock; you will 
find the most fertile farms where vou find the most live- 
stock. 


Restore the Equilibrium in Prices 


There is one other subject upon which I wish to touch 
today, and that is the gross inequality which exists be- 
tween the prices which the farmer receives for his service 
and those received in other great industries. 

We are now in the midst of a grave business depres- 
sion. The question uppermost in men’s minds is how long 
will it last. This question can be answered only if men 
will inquire into the causes of the depression. I shall not 
attempt to enumerate all of these, but there is one which 
I wish particularly to discuss. Economists recognize as 
never before the interdependence of industries upon one 
another. 

At a recent meeting of the American Economic Associa- 
tion, this subject was given special emphasis. As one 
speaker put it, “Fields, mines, factories, and railroads 
working together under a co-ordinated plan make up the 
industrial system; their total product is largely determined 
by the effectiveness with which they come into gear with 
one another.” Another said, “The variations in the busi- 
ness cycle, as Professor Mitchell has so clearly set forth, 
lie perhaps as much as anything in the dislocation between 
the even pace in the different lines of industry—too rapid 
expansion in one direction, too little in another, so as to 
di-*-rb the rermal eouilibrium.” And again. “Now, if we 
wish to get rid of these periods, or cycles, of industrial dis- 
turbance, we ought to know that the several industries are 
marching in step.” 

It is perfectly obvious that the several industries cannot 
keep step unless some sort of just relation is maintained be- 
tween the prices they receive for their several commodi- 
ties and service. No industry is so powerful that it can 
live unto itself alone. All in the end must draw their sus- 
tenance from the same source. Agriculture at the present 
time furnishes the most glaring instance of which I know of 
low prices as compared with the prices which other great 
industries receive for their goods and services. 

The cost of transportation for farm products is prac- 
tically double what it was before the war, while such prod- 
ucts, according to the government tables, are now upon a 
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level slightly above pre-war prices. A

Transportation a Vital Factor 


Agriculture is still our great basic industry, A thi 

: ‘ a F et ‘ , rd 
of our population derives its living directly from the soi] 
The increase in freight rates has practically deprived a. 
producers of many farm commodities of their best markets 
Under the low freight rates which formerly prevailed the 
farmers of the country were the best patrons of the ‘rai, 
way. They shipped to the remotest markets. They haa 
gotten away from the practice of the pioneers, by which 
the farmer producer nearly everything upon the farm 
which he and his family consumed. They sold and shipped 
almost their entire product, buying other articles of mer- 
chandise in return. This was doubtless to the economic 
advantage of the country as a whole, for each territory 
could produce the articles it was best fitted to produce, ex. 
changing for other articles they needed and which were 
produced elsewhere. The farmer had become a merchant 
as well as farmer. And now he will be driven back in 
large measure to the more primitive practices of his 
pioneer forbears. Instead of producing the one thing, or 
the two things, or the three things, that he is best suited 
to produce, he will be compelled to produce everything 
which can be produced upon his land, whether advantage. 
ously or not, which is necessary to the living of his fam. 
ily. The alfalfa growers of the far West will no longer 
grow alfalfa for the farmers of Iowa and Illinois. The lat- 
ter will be compelled, therefore, to devote a smaller part of 
their acreage to the cereals and to raise roughage for them- 
slves. The farmer will no longer continue to ship all his 
livestock to the great centers, buying his own supplies of 
bacon and ham and beef from the butcher and the mer- 
chant, but will revive the old smoke house of his fathers 
and prepare his own meats. A community flouring mill 
may again return. Possibly even the spinning wheel and 
the loom will find their old place in the farmer’s home, and 
necessary clothing may be manufactured upon the farm. 
I am not at all sure but that some benefit might come from 
this return to primitie times; but I am sure that it will 
enormously reduce the volume of freight carried over the 
railroads of the land. I am sure too that the total products 
of the farms of America will be largely reduced when this 
necessity comes. I do not mean to say that there are not 
other causes operating to reduce the price of farm products 
below the cost of production, such as want of purchasing 
power abroad, but I do mean to say that the first step 
toward stabilizing farm production is to bring transporta- 
tion charges down to a point where the farmer can regain 
the American market which he has lost. 


And as it is with transportation so it is with practically 
all the commodities which the farmer can buy. As has 
been seen, farm products alone have anywhere nearly 
approached the price level of 1913. The result is that to 
day most of the products of the farm are being sold at less 
than the cost of production. This condition cannot last 
long. The farmers will cease to produce and then prices 
will again mount and the public will suffer in the end. For 
no industry can long continue to produce at a loss. The 
whole industrial fabric, therefore, is interested equally with 
the farmer in the stabilizing of farm production. 


Wherever I go I am likely to find in the papers an i 
terview by some eminent financier, predicting that the tide 
has turned and that we are on the high road to complete 
recovery. This always makes pleasant reading. I wish I 
could persuade myself that these gentlemen were right. 
But I want to say that the agricultural interest of his coun- 
try is today prostrate. It has not been in so difficult a yr 
sition since the years immeditaely following the panic 0 
'73. To be a prophet of gloom is not a pleasant role. I do 
not like it better than anyone else. But I have never known 
of any ‘time in our history when other classes have pros- 
pered unless the farmer first had the ability to buy. = 
are many who sincerely believe, because of the relatively 
large prices he received during the war, that the farmer

ster’s definitions of the word, is a producer that 

has staying qualities. Persistence or the possession 

of the staying qualities, is a characteristic to be 
highly recommended particularly in the case of a dairy 
cow. If, perchance, a breeder does not believe in the long 
test or if, for any reason, he is unable to do long time 
testing, then his cows, to prove themselves persistent pro- 
ducers, should make a large seven day record and, if 
possible, a large thirty day record, at each freshening and 
the freshenings should come at regular intervals. The 
man who is able to do long time testing rather has an 
advantage of his neighbor when it comes to demonstrating 
the persistence of his cows. One of our leading breeders 
who has done a great deal of long time testing considers a 
cow a persistent producer when she turns out as much milk 
and butterfat during the last six and one half months of her 
year as she did in the first five and one half months. 

In this discussion, however, we are going to consider 
under the head of persistent producers only those cows 
which have made more than one large record and in order 
that we may include in the comparison other breeds as 
well as the Holstein we will limit ourselves to the long test,

either 365 or 305 days. The other great dairy breeds, as 
we know, are doing nothing with the seven day test, con- 
centrating all their efforts on the 365 day work. On the 
other hand, in the Holstein breed up until a few years 
ago, long time testing was limited to a comparatively small 
number of breeders, the vast majority confining their 
efforts to seven and thirty day work. For this reason we 
might naturally expect that the Jersey, Guernsey and 
Ayrshire breeds would have turned out vastly more big 
producers in long test than the Holstein breed can show at 
present, but this is not found to be true. Knowing our 
breed as we do, we are not surprised to find that the 
world’s champion long distance producer in every class 
from two years old to full age, is a Holstein but in view of 
the fact that the other breeds are concentrating entirely 
upon long time records, it is perhaps, a little surprising to 
see that our favorite breed has made by far more large 
long time records than all other breeds combined. 

If you had a list of all the cows in the world of all 
breeds that have on two different occasions produced ove) 
800 lbs. butterfat or 1000 Ibs. butter in a year, you would 
find the list contained fifty-four of which no less than 
thirty are Holsteins, eight Guernseys, fifteen Jerseys and

expresses himself regarding the proposed Delegate 

System of representation for the Holstein-Friesian 

Association of America. The subject is one of con- 
siderable interest to members of the Association because it 
will be up to the members on October 11 in the special 
meeting at St. Paul to decide what they will do with the 
Proxy System; to decide whether they will substitute some 
other form of representative government; whether they will 
hedge the present system in with restrictions designed to 
remove its objectionable features or whether they will vote 
to make no change at all. It is important that the subject 
receive the best thought of the members and that it be giv- 
en the fullest discussion before any action is taken, because 
we must be sure that any changes made will be best 
adapted to our Association and its future growth. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that political considerations and fac- 
tional spirit will not be allowed to intrude themselves to 
the detriment of calm, unbiased, judicial consideration. We 
are glad to throw open the columns of the World to such a 
discussion, with the reservation right here and now that 
any communication of an unduly personal or political na- 
ture will be refused admittance to our columns. 

We hold no brief for the Delegate System except that 
we have come to the conclusion that almost any change 
would be preferable to the unbridled use of proxies. It is 
ali very well to talk about the privilege afforded members 
to express their views on matters pertaining to the As- 
sociation as provided by the Proxy System, but with all 
due respect to the intelligence of our members, which, as 
Mr. Jones points out, is unquestionably much higher than 
the general average of the voters of the United States, the 
percentage of members who are able to keep in close 
enough touch with the details of Association business to 
instruct their proxies intelligently on all points is compar- 
atively small. Issues will arise, of course, that are clear 
cut, but for every one such there will be a dozen in which 
the proper course of action could only be determined by a 
knowledge of the facts far deeper than will be afforded by 
the partisan appeals of proxy hunters. It is for the mem- 
bers unable to attend Annual Meetings to decide whether 
they would rather entrust the making of the laws of our 
Association and the transaction of the business in its meet- 
ings to a few men instructed intelligently perhaps on one 
or two points but free to use their controlling power as they 
see fit on others of equal importance or to a representative 
body of delegates chosen by vote of the members from each 
state on account of their fitness for the trust, to use their 
best judgment in the interest of the Association as a whole. 
We are wonderir:s if it is a compliment to the personnel of 
the members of 0-~> Association to take the attitude that a 
majority of 200 delegates chosen by direct vote of the mem- 
bers would place partisan and political considerations 


above the interests of the breed and the Association as a

The Value of America’s Milk 


HE Corn Exchange National Bank of Philadelphia, 
which donated a prize of $1,000 for the best in- 
dividual female consigned to the Brentwood sale, 
published a monthly trade leaflet called The Corn 
Exchange. The ideas of the Corn Exchange National 
Bank managers, who, of course, are hard headed bankers 
and devoid of sentiment, with regard to the cattle industry 
and the Brentwood Sale itself is bound to be of interest 
to readers of the World, so we are reproducing the article. 
“Philadelphia has promoted, at great expense, scores of 
conventions which never yet have yielded half the returns 
which will come from the recent sale of purebred Holstein 
cattle that cost the city not one penny. 

“The Second Annual Brettwood Sale was in reality a 
big business proposition that will go on paying dividends 
for many years. 

“The spectacular attracts and gets the advertising. 
Hence the sale of a prize Holstein bull for $27,100 to 
Philadelphia breeders was looked upon as the star event, 
but no mathematician can figure out just how large will 
be the yield to this great milk center through the wide 
distribution of other Holsteins of lesser note. ' 

“Of course, not nearly ali the one hundred and eighty 
splendid cows and bulls sold last week at the Commercial 
Museum will remain in this neighborhood, but 4 great 
many were purchased by breeders and farmers in eastern 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Maryland, from which Phila- 
delphia draws mainly for its milk supplies. 

“It was said directly before the last war that the man 
who could improve the American wheat crop to the extent 
of adding just one grain to each stalk, would pay the in- 
terest on our national debt. 

“The game played by those promoting that immense eX 
hibition and sale of purebred Holstein cattle is to add 
relatively far more than that to our country’s milk supply: 
Few persons not in that industry can even give a poor 
guess about the value of it. ‘ 

“But America’s milk is now worth as much in a year 
as was the whole national debt a decade ago. The supply 
never seems to equal the demand, and so the United States 
often imports dairy products. ’ 

“It was for the purpose of stimulating interest im the 
Brentwood sale that the Corn Exchange National Bank 
offered a prize of $1,000 for the best cow sent there. = 
according to breeders all over the country, it not only 
aroused interest, but was the direct cause for bringing 











there a great many splendid specimens of the Holstein 
a credit for the sale belongs to W. G. Davidson, who 
is widely known in the wool trade. Mr. Davidson, who 
wns the Brentwood Farm, at Abington, formerly the 
Folly Farm, only recently took up the work of breeding 
fine cattle. He dazzled Philadalphia dairymen at the very 
outset when he planked down $11,000 cash for Tilly 
Alcartra 2d, daughter of one of the greatest milk producers 
in the world. : , , 

“And to show that that was only his start in the big 
game, he purchased a half interest in the premier bull, 
Pietertje Prospect Colantha, which went under the hammer 
at the Brentwood sale last week for $27,100. This bull is 
the son of the world’s champion milk producer. 

“Kyen the novice in the dairy trade can see whither Mr. 
Davidson is tending. Mr. Davidson and others who know 
purebreds realize an ordinary cow is merely about half a 
ton of beef, but that a prize-winning cow is a milk machine. 

“There is far less difference in speed between a plow 
horse and a Man-O-War on the race track than there is in 
milk production between the ordinary cow and the cham- 
pion cow of the world. If pushed, the plow horse could 
cover a mile in, at most, three times the number of seconds 
required by the famous Riddle colt. 

“But an ordinary cow does not yield one-tenth as much 
milk in a year as does the country’s best cow. The latter 
has averaged over one hundred pounds of milk for every 
day in the year—one hundred pint bottles of milk daily! 

“Is it any wonder, then, that a little bull calf was sold 
the other day in West Philadelphia for more than $10 a 
pound live weight! 

“When the possibilities of her output of milk are con- 
sidered, the $4,000 paid for that young cow, which as a 
heifer beat the world’s record for any Holstein of her age, 
looks modest enough. 

“So it was the idea behind that Brentwood exhibition 
and sale to multiply the number of such superb milk 
machines, and especially in this part of the country. By 
all odds, it was the largest aggregation of purebreds ever 
seen in this vicinity and naturally the most valuable. 

“There were cattle exhihited from more than a dozen 
states and Canada. The Pacific Coast was particularly well 
represented, while New England and New York sent large 
numbers of beautiful Black and Whites. 

“The average dairyman may think that those high- 
priced aristocrats are merely money makers for the rich 
stock breeders. This is distinctly an error. 

“The Holstein-Friesian Association took a census of its 
members and it discovered that ninety-three out of every 
hundred of them make more money from selling the milk of 
their fine herds than they make from the sale of surplus 
cattle to other dairymen and breeders. 

“In other words, the 93 per cent end of the Holstein 
purebred game is simply in milk and not in the more 
— but necessary part of disposing of valuable 
cattle. 

“Analyze the output of a prize cow and you will see 
what she may be worth to the community. Her production 
of food values is almost incredible. 

“The International Harvester Company has the record 
of one Holstein which in seven years produced enough milk 
to equal the food value of 40,000 pounds of beef. 

“An agricultural college proved that one of its cows in 
a year gave milk equivalent in food to four big beeves 
weighing over half a ton each. 

Thus the cow whose son sold for $27.100 yielded in 
one year almost nineteen tons of milk. What a_ food 
machine! 

“The biggest price ever paid for a Holstein bull in this 
Miro was $106,000. That seems fancy money, but he paid 
andsome dividend when his son fetched a cool $50,000 
when a mere calf.

“The dairy is surely one of our Pennsylvania farmers’ 
surest and steadiest dividend-payers. There is an un- 
failing and ready market for every pound of milk that they 
can produce. 

“One noted Philadelphia physician declares that an 
unmeasured calamity in the next generation will be found 
in the vast number of human derelicts in Europe due to 
recent undernourishment of millions of children, and 
mainly on account of an insufficient amount of milk. 

“The world has never yet had too much milk—“the 
only perfect food”—and whatever encourages farmers to 
increase their supplies must be marked up to the advant- 
age of human welfare. The Brentwood sale was surely a 
great stimulation in that direction.”

Another of the silver cups offered by 
Mr. Atchley was won by John W. Hendrickson of Ewing- 
ville who submitted the highest score in judging the most 
prominent group in class three, which comprised four ex- 
hibits. In this class Henry Schmidt of Ewingville took 
‘second place and H. R. Underwood of Forsgate Farms, 
a great progress has been made in Mercer County 
during the past year is evident by the fact that the tuber- 
culosis eradication committee of the Mercer County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Association and the County Agent 
have been instrumental in having over twenty-three herds 
tested which are now under state and federal supervision.

HOLSTEIN ACTIVITIES IN CAMP COUNTY, TEXAS 

John P. Quillin, Sec’y of the Camp County Holstein As- 
sociation of Pittsburg, Texas, writes that in 1916 there was 
not a Holstein in their county. He wrote to the Secretary 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association and had him mail lit- 
erature describing Holstein cattle to about forty farmers 
in his community which resulted in F. M. Reaves purchas- 
ing three heifers and one bull, all highly bred stock, which 
have proved to be a great benefit to the neighborhood. 
Jerseys were the popular breed here and the farmers had 
to be convinced as to the merits of the Holstein to produce 
butter as well as milk. Mr. Reaves soon demonstrated 
that Holsteins were adapted to this section and would do 
all that was claimed for them. Mr. Quillin purchased a 
heifer from Mr. Reaves that came fresh at twentv-two 
months of age and people came from adjoining counties 
to see her milked as they had never seen eight gallons of 
milk per day milked from any cow and did not think it 
possible for a cow to produce so much. These demonstra- 
tions have resulted in the purchase of about twenty-five 
head of registered cattle and also a number of high grades, 
which are giving good satisfaction. 

In 1920 the Camp County Holstein Association was or- 
ganized with a membership of fourteen. F. M. Reaves was 
elected President and John P. Quillin, Secretary. An 
execuive committee was elected composed of the follow- 
ing members: S. W. Patterson, S. L. Fuller and R. C. 
Traynham. On special days Holsteins are exhibited in the 
town of Pittsburg and at the same time literature is dis- 
tributed and posters are put up to arouse interest in the 
breed. Cotton raising has almost runined the farmers as 
they are selling at a great loss, but Mr. Quillin believes 
ye Holstein cow will solve the problem, if given the 
chance. 


LEWIS COUNTY BREEDERS ENJOY OUTING 

Lewis County, Washington, purebred Holstein breeders 
held their annual picnic at the Southwest Washington fair- 
grounds, July 27. Senator William Bishop of Chimacum, 
made the principal address. Dedication of the new stock 
barns at the fair grounds was a feature of the program. 
Ideal weather brought a big turnout of breeders and their 
families. 

H. W. Houlding, a returned missionary from China, who 
is returning to that country, was an interesting speaker at 
the picnic. His home is at Tamingfu, North China, where 
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he and his wife have charge of a school for boys. He gave 
details regarding the breeding up of dairy cattle in China 
by shipping purebred sires of heavy milk strains to that 
country and crossing them with the native cattle.

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The Delegate System Discussed 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World:— 
T THE Syracuse meeting a pro 
A posal was made that some 
method be devised to do away 
with the proxy system of voting 


in the meeting of the membership of. 


the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. A resolution was adopted 
that a committee be appointed to work 
out a plan of delegate representation. 
It is also reported that President 
Lowden accepted the office with the 
stipulation that a plan be worked out 
that will either limit or do away 
entirely with the use of proxies. 

Before we as members of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association take this 
action, we should study seriously and 
well what method will be adopted. We 
should devise a method that will be 
better and not worse than the present 
method. 

Personally, I believe very strongly 
that the delegate system would be 
worse than the proxy system, and by 
this I do not wish it understood that I 
am any lover of the proxy system 
either. 

My reasons are as follows: 

First: The delegate system would 
not correct the evils of the present 
system. 

Second: It would introduce evils 
that are not present under the present 
system. 

Third: It has been found to be out 
of date in the political methods of the 
nation. 

The evils claimed to be present in 
the proxy system are those resulting 
in the control of the proxies by a few 
men and thus the domination of the 
meetings by a few. This results. in 
these men holding a star chamber 
meeting as was done at Philadelphia 
two years ago, when the real con- 
vention was held in a hotel room the 
night before the meeting, or in an 
open fight in the meeting itself, such 
as we saw at Syracuse this year. In 
any case the danger to the association 
is plain to all. Charges that the 
makers of crooked records are favored 
by those in control and that proxies 
are misrepresented are made. It even 
enters the thoughts of some that the 
admission or cancellation of crooked 
records depends largely on whether 
the maker of such records stands in 
with certain interests, whether’ the 
charges made are true or not, the 
principle is the same and such rumors 
and charges are very disquieting and 
create an atmosphere of suspicion. 

Let us see if the same dangers and 
evils are not present in the delegate 
system. Under such a system, rival 
organizations would be formed ll 
over the country in order that certain 
men or groups of men who think alike 
might control the organization of the 
association. Local branches of these 
organizations would attempt to have 
delegates selected who would do as 
the men at the head of the organiza- 
tion desired. As a result the action 
taken at the meetings would be just as 
closely controlled as at present and 
just as violent contests would result, 
provided the side with less voting 
strength put up a fight as they did at 
Syracuse this year. 


One great evil is claimed to be the 


misrepresentation of proxies. It is 
impossible for the holder to tell 
exactly hew the giver of a _ proxy 
desires it voted and I believe’ that 
every member who held any _ con- 
siderable number of proxies voted 


some of them in opposition to the way 
the giver would have used them. How- 
ever, if we wish to charge deliberate 
misrepresentation, it is not too much 
to say that the way is open just as 
freely for a member present at the 
meeting to abuse power delegated to 
him under the delegate system by a 
majority of the members in a district 
as to abuse the same power delegated 
by individual members’ under the 
proxy system. 

We may also add that it is even 
more difficult for a member to 
determine how he shall vote as a 
delegate according to the wishes of 
those he represents than it is as a 
holder of proxies, especially when the 
proxies are instructed or are collected 
on a definite platform. 

The delegate system, therefore, 
would not eliminate control by a few, 
it would not eliminate contests at the 
meetings, and it would not prevent 
misrepresentation. 

Some of the evils of the delegate 
system may be touched on as follows: 

The existence of rival _ political 
organizations will largely prevent the 
growth of the spirit of fraternity now 
growing up among Holstein breeders 
and making it much harder if not im- 
possible to build up and even continue 
local clubs. 

The playing of politics by the 
officers and those usually acting as 
delegates would become imperative. 
Otherwise they would lose influence. 

Breeders belonging to the _ rival 
organizations would call each other 
crooks and run down each others 
herds in order that they might under- 
mine the influence of the opposition in 
their particular district. This will 
result in a greatly’ demoralized con- 
dition and cause great injury to the 
breed and especially to the reputations 
of many honest breeders. 

The greatest evil of all would be 
the disfranchisement of almost the 
entire body of ordinary breeders. 'The 
delegates would have to be selected 
from among those members’ who 
would be able to attend the meetings. 
These delegates would naturally have 
to be selected from among those would 
could afford to spend the time 
necessary and could also leave their 
herds and spend from $30.00 to $300.00 
to finance the trip. The members 
would therefore be compelled to send 
those men whom they might not wish 
to send and select their delegates from 
the class of members who are not in 
sympathy with the large body of 
breeders and dairymen. They would 
lack our point of view and their votes 
would be cast according to the ideas of 
the big spenders and propagandists 
and not in the interests of economy 
and sane development and progress. 

We have become intelligent enough 
as a nation to discard the delegate 
system in favor of more up-to-date and 
better methods. I believe that no 


cne will dispute the fact that th 
average intelligence of the members f 
the Holstein-Friesian Association - 
America is many times higher tha; 
that of the entire nation. Should nen 
the fact that a delegate system is 
proposed (if such a system is proposed 
after more mature consideration) pe 
regarded as an insult to the intel. 
ligence of our membership. 
I hope that the committee in charge 
will not propose a delegate plan but 
will rather perfect a districting plan or 
some modification that will allow a 
direct vote by the members.

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Monthly Feed Market Analysis 


By SANDERS SOSLAND, Special Correspondent 





i HE feedstuffs market is a slug- 
gish affair. No other condition 
could hardly be expected in view 

of the immensity of the stocks 
available in producing and consuming 
channels and the distinct absence 
of new buying. In recent years the 
in-between season has been marked 
by a wave of buying of various feeds 
for deferred requirements, Mahy 
dairymen accumulating enough bran, 
cake and meal and other products to 
meet their needs virtually until the 
approach of the following ‘spring. 
Then it was a matter of taking ad- 
vantage of the period of low prices, 
when consumption was at the lowest 
ebb. This is only a memory now, 
however. The average consumer 1S 
even hesitant in buying his hand-to- 
mouth requirements, such an attitude 
being more noticeable on the part of 


jobbers on markets, the carlot dis- 
tributors and the interior retail 
merchant. 


Despite the fact that prices on a 
majority of feeds are extremely, luw, 
influences surrounding the market do 
not indicate that dairymen and other 
feeders are erring in their restricted 
buying program. Some feed sales- 
men are talking of the possibility of a 
dry fall and an early and severe winter 
just as they talked of forecasts of a 
drouthy and hot summer. Of course, 
if a severe winter was known to be 
ahead the present would offer an ad- 
vantageous market on which _ to 
accumulate stocks. But it is usually 
folly to buy on the basis of weather 
prognostications. A later period, 
probably some time im the late fall 
months, according to the demand and 
supply prospects, is expected to offer 
a better season for buying feed. 

The high protein feeds, cottonseed 
cake and meal and linseed products, 
can be counted upon with least un- 
certainty to undergo important read- 
justments with the approach of the 
fall season. The concentrates recently 
boomed in price, markng the usual 
end-of-the-season spurt in prices on 
ecotton-seed cake and meal. Now the 
time is at hand when the revision 
downward to the new crop basis is 
ordinarily witnessed. And~the pro- 
cession is in progress. The market al- 
ready has declined about $5 a ton 
from the high pont of recent weeks. 
Cake and meal of 43 per cent protein 
content is being offered out of Texas 
around $32 a ton, basis mills, for 
prompt shipment, and about $33 to 
$34 is the prevailng range on the same 
grades, basis Oklahoma Points. Close 
observers of the market are talking 
of a further decline of $5 a ton. 

Some of the bullishness in the 
cottonseed feed market is attributed 
to prospects of a sharp reduction in 
the cotton crop and cottonseed supply 
this year. Even on the basis of the 
smaller production, however, more 
cake and meal will be available than 
can be absorbed by foreigners, and it 
is improbable that domestic feeders 
will provide sufficient buying support 
to maintain values at such a remark- 


able premium over other feeds as now 
prevails. In Kansas City, an import- 
ant distributing point for cake and 
meal, the price is holding around 
$39 to $40 a ton, while the best grades 
of corn for feeding can be bought at 
$15 to $17 a ton. Mills are not yet 
pressing new crop meal on the market, 
that is, for September, October, 
November delivery, but the speculative 
trade is offering at a discount of about 
$2 a ton, reflecting bearish sentiment. 
Inquiry from feeders and _ other 
domestic buyers is of almost insignifi- 
cant proportions, while foreign inquiry 
also has fallen off. 

Linseed cake and meal are moving 
along in a course quite similar to 
cottonseed feed. The market is about 
$3 under the high point of about five 
weeks ago, around $38.50 to $39 a ton, 
basis Minneapolis, and about $42 to 
$44 a ton at Eastern seaboard points. 
Foreign demand has _ provided the 
basis for strength in the market, but 
this has fallen off and a rather soft 
tone again is apparent. As in the case 
of cottonseed feed, domestic buyers 
are lending little if any support to the 
trade, and any further reduction in the 
European inquiry. will cause prices to 
recede further. Offerings are increas- 
ing. 

Bullish operators may experience 
some comfort in the fact that bran and 
shorts are higher than a month ago, 
but the markets lack a strong under- 
tone and occasional gains, particul- 
arly on bran, fail to hold. The dairy 
trade is buying bran on a somewhat 
more liberal scale, due to the relatively 
low prices, but consumptive require- 
ments have been cut down by the ex- 
cellent conditions of pastures in most 
sections of the country and the abund- 
ance and cheap price of other feeds, 
including grains.-Enormous production 
also is working against the market. 
For the present, however, enormous 
production of bran and shorts is con- 
fined largely to the winter wheat belt, 
but mills in the spring wheat territory 
will soon begin operating on a full 
time schedule as the flow of new crop, 
spring wheat increases. If the market 
lacks strength on the basis of current 
production, it seems likely that 
declines will occur as the pressure of 
feed offerings increases. Bran is hold- 
ing around $11 to $11.50 a ton, sacked, 
on the Kansas City market, $14 to $15 
at Minneapolis, and $14.50 to $16 a ton 
in St. Louis and Chicago. Gray shorts 
or flour middlings on the Minneapolis 
market range up to $23 a ton, around 
$15 to $16 in Kansas City and about 
$18.50 to $19 in St. Louis. Eagerness 
to rush maturity of hogs accounts for 
the relatively firmer prices on shorts 
over bran, but this is not expected to 
continue owing to strong pressure 
against shorts by corn and oats. 

One of the significant factors which 
makes for a weak tone in the bran 
market in face of the already low 
prices is the heavy buying on the part 
of speculative operators. Some may 
consider this a sign of strength, as it 
indicates confidence in values among

a large nun 
speculative demana nny te 
rarily bullish. Where there is — 
ledge of large speculative holdings 
hanging over the market, the averg 
buyer is slow to take hold and i 
only for his immediate needs, this veg 
ing been demonstrated in numerous 
commodities. At some time the 
speculative stocks must come upon 
the market and thus add pressure 
against values. Bran is on an attrac. 
tive basis compared with other feeds 
but this is no assurance that values 
are low enough. 

The trade in hay continues in a 
perplexing position. The movement 
from farms to distributing points is of 
insignificant proportions. The grower 
claims that he is unable to obtain cost 
of production from his hay, so the 
sales are light. But this is holding 
up the prices on markets, where the 
consumers claim that values are too 
high, for which reason they are buying 
sparingly. And the quality of hay 
which dairymen want is exceedingly 
high. Kansas City, the leading hay 
distributing point, quotes choice al- 
falfa at a top at $23 a ton, while the 
cheaper grades can be bought down to 
$10 a ton. The remarkable differential 
between the cheap and fancy pea 
green alfalfa is the result of the 
scarcity of choice offerings and 
abundance of the brown and cheaper 
grades in the country. Dairymen are 
paying too great a premium, however, 
and they can profit by making pur- 
chases of standard grade alfalfa 
around $14 to $17.50 a ton on the 
Kansas City market. 

Demand prospects are not encourag- 
ing for the hay trade. The south is 
still seriously lacking in credit, and 
its purchases are light. About the only 
important outlet for prairie hay is from 
stock yards, where large numbers of 
cattle are being received, and as a 
result, thousands of acres of excellent 
prairie meadows in the southwest will 
remain uncut this year. Producers 
cannot obtain first costs on the hay. 
Tame hay has improved in tone, with 
the New England states buying 
moderately. 

Alfalfa molasses and grain mixed 
feeds are at the lowest prices in many 
years, owing to the cheaper costs of 
the alfalfa meal, the grain and black- 
strap molasses. Blackstrap can be 
bought as low as 2 cents a gallon for 
distress lots in Philadelphia and 
around 3 cents, basis New Orleans, 
allowing virtually nothing for Cuban 
refiners. During the war boom prices 
were above 30 cents a gallon. But 
even at the low prices alfalfa mixed 
feeds are in very restricted demand. 
Operations of mixing plants aré 
limited. 

A glance at the corn and oat 
markets furnishes an insight of the 
partial] demoralization of the feedstuffs 
trade. Oats are selling on markets 
around 27 to 32 cents a bushel, with 
the net prices to producers averaging 
around 16 to 18 cents, the lowest level

PUREBRED double headed 
A tieistciteeetesian heifer calf was 

born on the Kinney Farm, El- 

bridge, New York, December 25, 
1920, at 5:00 p. m. The sire of the 
calf is De Kol Butter King Perfection 
284859, and its dam is Kate Konigen 
De Kol 250401. The calf died December 
26, 1920, at 10:00 a.m. _ It was carried 
practically the full gestation period, 
being due January 2, 1921. Mr. Kinney 
presented the animal to the animal 
husbandry department of Syracuse 
University, who have had it mounted. 

This unusual individual possesses 
several interesting characters. The 
doubling of the head occurs just in 
front of the atlas and axis vertebrae, 
the two skulls being joined by a suture 
joint. It has two normal ears, and one 
small rudimentary ear attached just 
above the right eye of the left head 
and the left eye of the right -head. 
There are four normal eyes; two sets 
of jaws, each of which worked in- 
dependent of the other pair; two 
tongues, which joined in one pharynx 
and esophagus, and the last doubling 
of internal parts was two brains. 

The cause of such variations as this 
is not definitely known. Most authori- 
ties believe freak variations are not 
predetermined in the germplasm, but 
are usually instances of. some unusual 
occurrence, either pathological or 
physiological, during the development 


of the individual foetus. This seems 
to be supported by evidence in the 
lower animal forms where monsters 
have lived and reproduced, but have 
not been capable of reproducing their

abnormality in their offspring. On 
examining four different specimens 
possessing doubling of parts it was 
observed that the doubling, whether 
from legs or heads, was connected to 
a common trunk and double _ bodies 
were always connected back to 
back, side to side or navel to navel. 
This points to the development of the 
extra parts from the same _ primary 


layer of the impregnated and develop- 
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ing ovum. Blows, kicks or 
juries might detach the ¢ 
branes from the walls of th 
so modify the circulation a 
a monster. 

A lack of the necessary nutritiy 
requirements or mineral salts, or is 
excessive over supply of same ma’ 
result in the pregnant animal produe 
ing a monster.

tion of monsters. Certain Peendivg.. 
as extra digits appear to run in certain 
families. Too close breeding, especial} 
with humans, will sometimes regyit in 
monstrosities. Diseases of the foetus 
or pregnant mother may cause arrest 
of development and result in a 
monster. Enclosure of one foetus with- 
in another may produce a monster. A 
female may come in heat and produce 
ova even though pregnant, if bred she 
may conceive a younger foetus which 
softer and more immature, may en. 
close the older foetus. 

It has been the author’s personal 
observation that monstrosities occur 
more frequently in cattle than any 
other class of live stock. The rather 
frequent occurrence of the so called 
“free martin heifer’ among cattle also 
seems peculiar to this class of live 
stock. It would be possible for a 
female born twin with a male to be 
hermaphroditic in any other kind of 
live stock, but such instances are 
rare.

All joking aside, the judge’s judg- 
ment coincided with the majority of 
the opinion of the dairy press repre- 
sentatives and other onlookers in a 
large proportion of the classes, at 
least so far as the blue ribbon winner 
of each class, but we must admit that 
he was sometimes a wee bit hard to 
follow in his placings farther down the 
line—seconds, thirds, etc. Still and all 
it would probably have been the first 
such case on record if all of the 
placings had suited everybody. Certain 
it is that Judge Crandall took plenty 
of time for his decisions and we are 
confident that he placed them the way 
he saw them in every case.

Hargrove & Arnold came very close

It was, according to the 
judge, the poor udder on the two-year- 
old that disqualified this group. We 
hold no brief for Hargrove & Arnold 
and it is not our business to make 
alibies for them but they might have 
put their first prize two-year-old in 
this group and had a pretty fair bull 
with four blue ribbon females. They 
preferred, however, to put’ the 
darker colored two-year-old in the 
dark colored group and the light 
colored two-year-old in the lighter 
colored group. That however, as 
Shakespeare used to say, is water over 
the dam.

We were interested to note _ that 
Judge Crandall upheld the opinion of 
Van Pelt, expressed at Sedalia, that 
the Klussendorf senior heifer calf 
should place above the Davis heifers.

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has large accumulated reserves. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
fact. Whatever surplus he had he in- 
vested, possibly in additional lands, 
at a high price, possibly in improve- 
ments, or, it may be, in better equip- 
ment and stock. To imagine that he 
has any reserve in cash with which to 
enter the markets is a grave mistake. 
He is likely to owe the local bank 
more than he is able to pay. 


Economic Laws Govern 


We are just beginning to see that 
economic laws will assert themselves 
in spite of all men can do. During 
the period following the war, men 
generally seemed to think that for 
*some mysterious reason growing out 
of the war they could escape the pen- 
alties which theretofore had fallen 
upon those who deliberately sought to 
set aside the experience of the cen- 
turies. Too often the organized em- 
ployers in an industry and the organ- 
ized employes in that industry acted 
upon the theory that they could in- 
definitely increase wages on the one 
hand and profits on the other and com- 
pel the public to pay both. For a 
time this seemed to work admirably 
and in many instances there was a 
perfect harmony between the employ- 
er and his employe. For a time it was 
feared that the public was helpless 
against this condition. And then oc- 
curred what was popularly called the 
“Buyers’ Strike.” It .thus was shown 
that what is vaguely called the public 
after all is more powerful than either 
an organization of employes or em- 
ployers in any industry or a combina- 
tion of both. It meant that where the 
price of any commodity or any service 
is increased relatively beyond the 
price of other commodities and other 
services, society, though unorganized, 
has the means for protecting itself. 
For it happens that the others, in 
such a case, will reduce their use of 
the particular commodity to a mini- 
mum or will find a substitute, or, if 
they in turn employ the article in the 
production of something that they 
themselves sell, will find their own 
production no longer profitable and 
will cease to use the article altogether. 

Will we never learn in America that 
no class and no section of our country 
ean genuinely prosper unless all pros- 
per? I have no sympathy with the 
idea that the interests of the East 
clash with the interests ofthe West or 
with the interests of the South. Correct 
economic principles know no _ geo- 
graphical division. The real and per- 
manent interest of one section of our 
common country is the interest of all. 
And so no industry can permanently 
prosper unless all legitimate indus- 
tries are also doing well. 

Great have been the industrial 
achievements of America. But it 
seems to me that most of her genius 
has been devoted to the one factor of 
production alone and that in the realm 
of distribution and marketing she 
has fallen far behind. With world 
statistics now available, and which I 
note with satisfaction, the new Secre- 


tary of Commerce and the new Secre- 
tary of Labor purpose to utilize in 
their departments, may we not hope 
that we shall make real progress to- 
wards stabilization of production? We 
all know the economic waste which 
results whenever industry as a whole 
loses its equilibrium. To confess that 
we are powerless to hold industry in 
some sort of balance is to confess that 
our industrial system has gotten be- 
yond our control.

FIRE CONSUMES CATTLE BARNS 

On July 8th, registered Holstein cat. 
tle valued at nearly $100,000 were 
rescued by neighbors and firemen 
when fire destroyed the cattle stables 
on Warren G. Hawley’s big stock 
farm two miles north of Batavia, New 
York. 

All of the cattle saved were in a 
large stable adjoining the forage barn 
in which the fire originated. A motor 
fire truck that traveled at top speed 
from its station in Batavia arrived in 
time to permit the members of the 
company to assist Hawley and some of 
his neighbors in leading the high- 
priced cattle to safety. 

The flames swept the cattle stable, 
destroying the structure together with 
the forage barns, milk sheds and store 
houses. The loss was placed at about 
$60,000, which was covered by insur- 
ance. The fire is believed to have 
been caused by internal combustion 
created by the effect of the intense 
heat upon several tons of new hay 





SWEET CLOVER INFORMATION 

In answer to our recent request for’ 
information regarding the care of 
sweet clover for pasture, S. Hensen of 
Pennington, N. J., writes: 

“Have had sweet clover for 
pasture for a number of years. Would 
not farm without the same. Do not 
let it get too much of a growth before 
you turn the cattle in and if too rank 
in the spring, we cut it off for hay 
about the middle of May and turn the 
cattle in same as soon as the hay is 
off. But it must be out very high other- 
wise you kill its strength. We turn the 
cows out in the morning, no matter 
how wet, never had any trouble with 
bloating.”

ers, this being as a rule, the ‘“awk- 
ward age.” In both these classes IIli- 
nois heifers stood first with entries 
from the Davis herd in second place. 
First in the four-year-old class went 
to Mr. Alexander and in the three- 
year-old class to Mr. Lanus. 

Rather more show quality was in 
evidence in the younger heifer classes. 
In the two-year-old class the Hargrove 
& Arnold entry, Forum Aaggie Beauty, 
was a rather easy winner with entries 
of Elmer Frazier and E. E. Bain of 
DuPage County fighting it out for 
second place, which was finally award- 
ed to the former, who also had a heif- 
er in fourth place. 

In the Senior Yearling Heifer class 
Hargrove & Arnold again beat out 
a DuPage County heifer owned by A. 

W.Fischer, with another Illinois heif- 
er in third place. 

The Junior Yearling Heifer class 
gave the judge a good deal of trouble 
but he finally awarded the blue to 
Klussendorf Bros. with E. V. Perci- 
val of Urbana in second place. The 
Hargrove & Arnold entry, a heifer of 
much the same type as the winner of 
this class stood third with a Frazier 
heifer fourth. 

The Senior Heifer class was. the 
largest in the show and was probably 
the best of the individual classes. IIli- 
nois was crowded completely out of 
the money in this class, first and sec- 
ond places going to Klussendorf Bros., 
third, fourth and fifth to Glenn Davis 
and sixth to Hargrove & Arnold. The 
best Klussendorf heifer was made 
Junior Champion. She is the same 
heifer that won in her class at Sedalia 
and is a heifer of exceptional quality. 
It was the opinion of many of the 
ringside fans that the Davis heifers 
showed, if anything, better type than 
the Klussendorf heifers, but two 
judges—VanPelt of Sedalia and Cran- 
dall at Springfield—both held that the 
superior quality of the Wisconsin heif- 
er entitled her to first money. 

The Hargrove & Arnold Junior heif.- 
er calf again won first in her class. 
While probably not capable of winning 
the blue at a National show, she is a 
very nice bodied little thing, square as 
a brick, a very nice handler and very 
high headed and full of pep. 


The Groups 


The first group class shown was the 
dairy herd consisting of four cows in 
milk, in which class there were only 
two entries, Klussendorf Bros. and A. 
F. Randolph of Canton, IIl., placing in 
the order named. 

Klussendorf Bros. were also success- 
ful in winning with their graded herd. 
the two Hargrove & Arnold groups 
placing second and third. This de- 
cision was somewhat of a surprise to 
the ringside but was explained by the 
judge, who believed that the some- 
what inferior quality of the Hargrove 
& Arnold two-year-old debarred their 
best group from first place, their best 
two-year-old being placed in the sec- 
ond group which won third prize. 

Hargrove & Arnold came _ back 
strong in the younger groups taking 
first both for young herd and calf 
herd. In the former class Klussen- 
dorf Bros. stood second with Davis 
third and Frazier fourth, while in the 
calf herd Davis was second and 
Frazier third. 

Hargrove & Arnold were taking no 
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chances this time in the get of sire 
class, putting four blue ribbon win- 
ners together—the two-year-old and 
yearling bulls, the senior yearling 
heifer and the junior heifer calf. This 
is probably one of the best groups of 
offspring of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe ever exhibited. Glenn Davis 
took second in this class on his four 
little daughters of Halwood Korndyke 
—four very uniform heifers all about 
the same age. Klussendorf Bros. took 
third in this class, John Diehl fourth, 
Frazier fifth and the second Hargrove 
& Arnold group sixth. It will be re- 
membered that all except three of the 
entire Hargrove & Arnold exhibit are 
offspring of the same sire—kK. P. O. P. 

Davis got his first and only blue in 
the class for produce of cow beating 
out the Hargrove & Arnold entry. The 
Davis group consisted of a bull calf 
and a_ three-year-old heifer both 
marked almost exactly alike, largely 
white, and both of very much the same 
type. The Hargrove & Arnold group 
which took second was made up of 
the aged bull and a very nice type lit- 
tle heifer. 


The County Herds 


One of the really big features of the 
Holstein show at Springfield was the 
large number of county herds. Work 
had been done in ten different Illinois 
counties in an attempt to get out 
county herds and five counties _ re- 
sponded with a complete lineup. One 
who has never done any of this work 
perhaps does not realize the amount 
of effort required to get out even one 
complete county herd so when five of 
them come out we feel like taking off 
our hats to somebody. We might sus- 
pect that much of the credit for this 
interest by the smaller breeder is due 
to the new State Secretary, C. M. 
Long, and we are told that perhaps 
even more credit is due to the work 
of the Extension Department—more 
particularly to the efforts of “Dusty” 
Rhoades and Temple Lovett. 

DuPage County was rather an easy 
winner in this event which unfortun- 
ately had to be staged about seven 
o’clock at night after practically all 
of the crowd had left. The DuPage 
County herd was headed by the Grand 
Champion bull and included several 
other blue ribbon winners as well as 
the second prize aged cow and other 
good ones. Lisle Farms, A. W. Fisch- 
er and John K. Rathbun were prob- 
ably the most prominent among the 
DuPage County winners. 

Effingham County was a pretty good 
second largely through the efforts of 
John and George Diehl, W. C. Lanus 
and others. Third, fourth and fifth 
places went to Sangamon, Lee and 
Monroe counties in the order named. 

The showing of the county herds 
was especially commendable in view 
of the fact that in the individual 
classes only first, second and third 
places were awarded cash prizes, the 
other places receiving only ribbons. 
There were many of the _ smaller 
breeders from these five counties 
who could not therefore expect to be 
inside the money in the individual 
classes but who came out to boost 
their county, and who _ incidentallv 
must have profited somewhat from 
the exverience of exhibiting and meet- 
ine other breeders even though their 
cash reward was small.

An example of persistence is the work of the Ayrshire, 
Crimson Rambler, who in eleven lactation periods has pro- 
duced 4146.39 lbs. butterfat. This cow has produced in 
the eleven periods 112,854 lbs. milk or an average of better 
than 10,000 lbs. each year. 

Our Jersey friends have for some time now been claim- 
ing the advantage of early development for their breed 
pointing in proof of their contention to the 1000-lb. yearling, 
Lulu Alphea of Ashburn, with just over 800 lbs. butterfat 
in a year made at less than two years old.

To sum up, we find that a Holstein holds first place for 
one year, two years, four years, five years, six years, seven 
years and eight years production and that Holsteins hold 
the first two places for total of the first two lactation 
periods of heifers. A Jersey stands first for total of 
three lactation periods regardless of age and for total of 
three lactation periods in heifer form, both lists being 
headed by the same cow, Vive La France. 

Of the fifty-four cows that have made two records above 
800 lbs. fat in a year, thirty are Holsteins, which is 55% 
per cent of the entire number. There are among all breeds 
only five cows that have made three different records above 
800 lbs. fat, they being the Jersey, Viva La France, and four 
Holsteins, Tilly Alcartra, Champion Dora Korndyke, Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d and Jenny Wren Korndyke Henger- 
veld. At present writing there are only four cows that 
have four times made records of better than 800 Ibs. fat in 
a year. They are Tilly Alcartra and Spring Brook Bess 
Burke 2d, both Holsteins, and the two Jerseys, Sophie 19th 
of Hood Farm and Vive La France. We thus see that 
while our favorite breed does not have an _ absolute 
monopoly on the great producers of the world, the lion’s 
share of them are found among the Holstein breed and we 
are proud to be identified so closely with a breed that has 
given to the world so many persistent producers.

in_about 10 years. Corn is quoted 
on middle west markets between 44 
and 58 cents a bushel, mostly below 
50 cents, and the farmer is selling at 
slightly more than 30 cents. Prices a 
year ago on markets were more than 
three times the current quotations. 
But the trade still talks lower Prices 
Stocks of oats on markets are about 
48,000,000 bushels, the largest 
history, compared with 4,000,000 4 
year ago. Farm holdings or the 
carry-over into the new crop are also 
the greatest on record. The new oats 
crop is below normal, but the pressure 
of old offerings and the remarkably 
slack demand from feeders and other 
buyers makes for a_ bearish outlook. 
Corn prospects could hardly be 
brighter for a near record harvest. 
with government estimates of the crop 
above three billion bushels. 

When new crop corn becomes ayail- 
able, greater pressure on prices for 
the grain are expected, which usually 
are reflected in other feeds. One 
encouraging phase of the feed outlook 
is the broadened demand for stocker 
and feeder beef cattle, but the demand 
is not as great as might be expected in 
view of the cheapness and abundance 
of feed. Financial conditions continue 
to operate against higher prices.

The second annual report of the 
Juneau, Wisconsin, Cow Testing As- 
sociation is remarkable in that each 
one of the ten highest herds showing 
an average of over 300 lbs. fat are 
purebred or grade Holsteins, with a 
large proportion of purebreds, and 
every animal in the _ association 
qualifying in the Wisconsin Register 
of Production by producing over a 
pound of fat a day, is likewise a Hol- 
stein. Something over a half of them 
are purebreds, the balance being 
grades. The high producer in the as- 
sociation for both milk and butterfat 
is a registered Holstein, three years 
old owned by Elmer Keel. Her pro- 
duction was 14940 lbs. milk and 528.6 
lbs. fat, valued at $362.19. Her feed 
cost was $9.70 for roughage, $117.90 
for grain, leaving a _ net profit of 
$164.59. Kuhlman Bros., have a very 
close second in Lady Jane Wayne 
with 14010 lbs. milk and 525.3 Ibs. fat. 
The association was placed on the 100 
per cent purebred sire list during this 
year. 


Effingham County, Ill., C. T. A. 


The July report of Tester Fred D. 
Kassarna shows the purebred and 
grade Holsteins leading in amount of 
net profit as well as amount of milk 
produced. A purebred Holstein owned 
by George Diehl returned a profit of 
$21.60 for the month, her fat produc- 
‘tion being 43.5 lbs., third highest in 
the association. Another purebred 
Holstein owned by Ben Kralma pro- 
duced 42.7 lbs. fat with a net profit 
of $20.45. \A three-year-old grade Hol- 
stein owned by Will C. Lewis pro- 
duced 41.2 lbs. fat from the highest 
milk production in the association, 
her figures being 1249 lbs.

The highest cow for this period is 
a registered Holstein owned by C. S.

Dairy also of Lamar had the second 
highest herd, and the highest produc- 
ing cow with 61.6 lbs. of butterfat 
from 1367 lbs. of milk.

WISCONSIN MAN ON THE JOB IN 
NEBRASKA 


Some unusual results evidencing 
real thought and care in feeding and 
developing dairy calves are brought 
to light in a recent issue of the Iowa 
Homestead, describing the remark- 
able success of Fred C. Haeger, says 
L. L. Oldham, secretary of the Wis 
consin Holstein-Friesian Association. 

Mr. Haeger is a graduate of the 
Dairy Husbandry Course at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and is specializ- 
ing in the art of “growing ’em right” 
so that they will mature early, have 
true vigor and capacity for produc 
tion of milk and offspring. He is 
herdsman for Kilpatrick Bros. of Ne- 
braska whose herd, we believe is 4 
regular ribbon winner at the Nebras- 
ka and other corn belt fairs. Much 
of the foundation for this splendid 
herd we are told was obtained in Wis- 
consin. 

Mr. Haeger is convinced that most 
of the elements of success in dairying 
rest with the proper development of 
the young stock. This thought is 
shared by all of us and this article 
meets our favor because it may be of 
more than passing importance to 
many of our readers, some of whom 
doubtless feel they are not as success 
ful with calf rearing as they could de. 

As soon as the calf is born on the 
Kilpatrick farm it is allowed to . 
main with its mother for 8 or 1 
hours. At the end of this time it - 
placed in a small all-steel pen 4 pe 
feet.

a. Haeger has found it often advis- 
able to cut down the feed about one 
pound until the calf has become used 
to the new milk. ; 

At the end of the first week a few 
choice bits of alfalfa hay are placed in 
the pen and it is not long before the 
calf will nibble the hay, a little to 
start with, but increasing the amount 
as time goes on. Each pen is also 
equipped with steel compartments for 
feed, each compartment having three 
divisions. These troughs are filled 
with shelled corn, oats and linseed oil 
meal. The hay and grain are kept be- 
fore the calf at all times and after the 
second week it is taking frequent 
helpings of both. 

Mr. Haeger takes a week at the 
end of the first month to get the calf 
from the whole milk to a skim-milk 
ration. At the age of five months the 
calf is receiving 24 Ibs. of skim milk, 
and when 10 months of age it is on a 
ground-grain ration. He has also 
found that maximum results can be 
secured by the use of no more than 25 
Ibs. of skim milk a day. Any amount 
over this is merely a waste. Some 
calves are taken from the skim-milk 
ration before the end of the 10 
months, but a great deal depends on 
the individual calf. 

At the age of 15 months tke heifer 
calves receive their first silage and 
then in only limited amounts. The 
bull calves or the aged sires never 
get silage. Mr. Haeger said that si- 
lage was for milk production and had 
no place in the feed for male calves 
The heifers are given 15 lbs. of silage 
a day until one month before calving. 
All heifers have reached miximum 
growth at the age of two years and 
they are bred to calve at 30 months 
of age. 

Many dairymen believe in plenty 
of exercise for growing calves, but 
this is not the case with the Kilpat- 
rick youngsters. They are turned in- 
toa big pen for about a half hour each 
morning, where they are allowed to 
romp around, but the remainder of 
their life is spent in the small 4 by 9 
pens. Mr. Haeger sees little advan- 
tage in exercising dairy calves.

calves. They claim’ the feed is digest- 
ed much easier than whole grain and 
that the calves do better. Mr. Hae- 
ger recently ran an experimental test 
in the use of ground and whole grain. 
One calf was started on a daily ra- 
tion of one-half pound of ground feed. 
At the end of the first month it was 
receiving a pound. At the end of the 
second month the calf was getting two 
pounds of ground feed and by the end 
of the third month, the amount had 
been increased to four pounds. 

To compare with the above test, 
two calves were put on a whole-grain 
ration, the animals being equal in 
size and general conformation with 
the one on ground feed. At the end 
of the three months the gains made 
by each calf and the amount of grain 
were compared. It was found that 
both lots of calves ate the same 
amount of feed per animal and the 
gain in weight was the same. 

Mr. Haeger has kept actual records 
in the feeding of calves on the place; 
in fact, he keeps account of every 
pound of feed consumed, every quart 
of milk produced and every pound of 
gain made. The calf that made a 
gain of 3.83 pounds for a period of 46 
days is the highest record ever made 
on the place. This calf was born on 
September 28, 1919, and on February 
2, 1920, weighed 410 pounds. At the 
end of 33 days it had gained 65 pounds 
during the next 46 days it gained 175 
pounds, and on June 12th it weighed 
760 pounds, making a gain of 110 
pounds during the last 45 days.—L. L.

FREEMARTIN 


When a bull and a heifer are born 
at the same time, the heifer is usually 
sterile. The bull is generally an aver- 
age producer. The generative organs 
of the heifer rarely ever develop suffi- 
ciently to be a matron. Occasionally 
a Freemartin heifer breeds, but in 
most cases they do not conceive until 
near maturity. The production among 
Freemartin heifers is so rare that it is 
not usually advisable to keep one for 
breeding purposes, unless an examina- 
tion of the generative organs has been 
made. The writer has examined many 
of these cows and heifers which have 


place at a later period. Occasionally 
nature, in its effort to emit some un. 
necessary fluid, opens the cervical 
canal from the interior; if the cow 
should be served at that time there fs 
a chance of a second fertilization. 
This has been recorded as late as the 
fourth month after the first pregnancy. 
This may be the result of separate 
sires. This case is more easily proven 
in horse breeding. There are plenty 
of cases on record where mares have 
delivered two colts at a single de 
livery, one a horse and the other a 
mule. This has occurred when the fe- 
male was served by both sires at one

NO HOLSTEIN SHIPMENTS TO 
GREAT BRITAIN 


Clement H. Congdon sends the fol- 
lowing interesting information  con- 
cerning the possibilities for building 
up an international trade in Holstein- 
Fyiesian cattle with Great Brf#ain. 
We quote. 

“When promoting the preliminary 
organization work anticipating the 
First International Sale of Holsteins 
on Victory Farms, beginning July 4, 
1922, I addressed the British Govern- 
ment with a view to having that Gov- 
ernment send buyers to my sale. 

The following letter from W. H. 
Wray, D. V. S., U. S. Inspector in 
charge of Great Britain and Ireland is 
self explanatory: 

“Your letter of July 2 to Alfred P. 
Dennis, Esq., Commercial Attache 
American Embassy, relating to an In- 
ternational Trade in purebred Holstein 
cattle, has been referred to me for 
reply, I am very much afraid that it 
years ago the Holstein breeders of 


England succeeded in procuring a 
special permit for the importation of 
a few of the best breeds from Schles- 
wig in order to improve the British 
stock. This importation led to a great 
outcry and much criticism from the 
breeders of other thoroughbred cattle 
who were strongly opposed to the im- 
portation. 

It is my opinion that the Brazil's, 
the Argentine and Uruguay would be 
good markets for your surplus stock 
and if you wish, at any time, to in- 
troduce new blood to purchase a good 
bull direct from Schleswig Holstein. 

An international trade in breeding 
cattle might be built up between the 
United States and Great Britain if it 
were not for the existing British re- 
strictions.”

LIQUID CONTENT OF MANURE 

Few dairymen really appreciate the 
value of the liquid content of their 
stable waste. A few figures will make 
the matter clear. A mature dairy cow 
voids each day in excrement—liquid 
and solid—approximately 7 per cent 
cf her own weight. For a 1000 lb. ani- 
mal this amounts to 70 lbs., of which 
about 80 per cent by weight will be 
water—either urine or liquid juices 


from the alimentary tract. Conse. 
quently, the daily “score” stands 
something like this: solids, 14 Ibs., 


liquids, 56 lbs. 

These figures, however, do not tell 
the entire story. The liquid portion 
of manure carries two-thirds of the 
total nitrogen and four-fifths of the 
total potassium. This means that on 
the usual basis of representing fer- 
tility values in cow manure, 10-2-8,

If he w - 
obliged to buy in a commercial hoe 
the nitrogen and the potassium me 
resented by the liquid portion of his 
barn manure it would cost him a oa 
sum every year. If he were obliged 
to replace such value of these tw 
fertility elements as may esca . 
through ieaching, due to inane 
storage, he would find, also, that his 
negligence cost him dear. Being in 
liquid form, it is these elements in 
barnyard waste that are most easily 
lost through exposure. Furthermore 
the fertility held in liquid manure is 
already in available form for plant 
uses and constitutes that portion of 
the waste which is first utilized by 
growing crops. The solids must um. 
dergo decomposition before they come 
into suitable form to serve as plant 
food. 

The value of liquid manure sug. 
gests another feature of farm prac. 
tice the importance of which does not 
always make _ sufficient impression, 
The use of plenty of stable litter, 
freshly supplied each day, constitutes 
the most effective way of conserving 
manurial liquids. This again, is not 
the whole story. Straw is a crop re 
sidue of which great quantities go to 
waste on most farms every year. ig 
use is not limited usually by any 
shortage of supply. By rights, the 
fertility which it contains should be 
returned to the soil where, also, the 
humus forming properties of straw 
are of great value. Not all the straw 
on most farms can be returned to the 
soil by way of the dairy stable, but 
there are thousands of dairy barns». 
which a more generous use of litter 
would go far, not only toward con- 
serving manurial liquids but toward 
soil enrichment. And straw, it should 
be remembered, contains ton for ton 
even a little more fertility than or- 
dinary manure.
